>ig. 149 South Eighth street, by A l­ 
bert Linhart, 1603 South Eighth street 
an operation was performed upon the 
victim of the shooting at 
the 
La 
Crosse Lutheran hospital. 
Johnson 
endured a sinking spell last night, and 
his life was despaired of for a time. 
Today he showed slight improvement. 
Johnson’s condition still is danger­ 
ous, according to a bulletin issued by 
Dr. A. Gunderson, the attending phy­ 
sician. at 2 o’clock this afternoon. He 
classed the young man as well by no 
means. 
Dr. Gunderson’s examination of the 
injuries shows that the shooting was 
not accidental. 
He found that John­ 
son had been struck several times with 
some blunt instrument, in addition to 
being shot. 
The wounds are in the 
same region, grouped about the right 
eye. 
The bullet from the gun of Linhart 
passed through the skull and is im­ 
bedded near the brain. 
‘Dr. Gunder­ 
son extracted a portion of the mis- 
sle yesterday, but was unable to se­ 
cure the entire bullet. 
“Johnson is dangerously ill and in 
a precarious condition,” said Dr. Gun­ 
derson this afternoon. 
“ He is at the 
Lutheran hospital, and his 
chances 
are against him for recovery. 
‘The bullet did not glance from his 
head, but pierced the skull. 
I have 
extracted half of it, but am unable to 
take out the remainder. 
There is a 
heavy blood pressure on the 
brain 
now. caused by the bullet. 
“ The injuries near the bullet wound 
were caused by some blunt 
instru­ 
ment. 
There are 
several 
wounds 
here.” 
In an interview yesterday, Johnson 
said he was shot twice and then cut 
with a razor.

— Information from a high source is 
to the effect that the administration 
has about decided upon a 
striking 
change in its financial policy. 
The 
action, if taken, in one particular, will 
reverse Shaw and may eliminate cer­ 
tain railroad securities from the posi­ 
tion now occupied as gilt-edged. 
Foreign capital is heavily invested 
and gives evidence of extreme sensi­ 
tiveness and an announcement of ac­ 
tive hostilities might precipitate a ser­ 
ious flurry. 
It is understood Cortel- 
you’s views on acceptable securities 
are even more pronounced than the 
president’s. 
Shaw, in his efforts to

With the closing of the primaries tonight, the municipal campaign of 


1907 will have been launched. 
So far as the heads of the tickets are con­ 


cerned, there is no news to be awaited. 
There being but a single candi­ 


date before the people on each ticket, it has been a simple 
matter of 


"waiting for the gong.” 
Dr. Wendell A. Anderson will be the democratic 


candidate, and Mr. George W. Bunge will be the republican nominee. 


Both these gentlemen are clean men. 
Both are able. 
Either would 


do his best, jn so far as circumstances would permit, to give the city a 


good administration. 


The Tribune believes there should be no politics in a municipal elec­ 


tion. 
Ie believes that a non-partisan administration affords greater free­ 


dom cf official conduct and wider opportunities for the consideration of 


public questions upon the basis of wnat is best for most of the people. 


However, that is a point that must be waived, because there is no escap-

ing the fact that, to an extent, politics must enter into this campaign, each 


candidate nominally representing a party organization. 


But there will,we believe,be less political considerations in the present cam­ 


paign than usual where party lines are djawn by 
strictly 
party 
men. 


There are grave considerations involved, beside which partisanship must 


Bink into comparative insignificance. 


Mr. Bunge cannot divorce himself from affiliation with the Sunday 


closing movement. 
None will deny that that is the ultimate aim of his as­ 


sociates. 
The sponsors for his campaign are committed to it. 
To say 


that they do not aim at that “now,” is begging the question. 
They con­ 


cede ihe point “now,” because they believe it cannot be reached 
“now.” 


But they expect to reach it, and that through Mr. Bunge. 
We doubt 


that Mr. Bunge will deny these assertions. W e believe he believes in it, 


as he has a right to do. 
We do not criticise him for it; we merely ad­ 


vise the public to choose between him and Dr. Anderson on that basis. 


Unfortunately, there is in La Crosse a factional division on 
business 


lines. Mr. Bunge, we believe, will not deny that he is of one of the factions. 


We doubt that he will deny having expressed his convictions relative to 


matters in controversy between the factions. 
He has professional rela­ 


tions with leaders of one of the factions.

He has time, and he will give 


it ungrudgingly to public duty during the next two years, as he did during 


his former incumbency. 
He is entangled in no factional affairs. He has 


busirc .r, relations with none of the warring “interests.”

of the city. Ile is a clean man, and will tolerate no improprieties in the 


conduct of public places, but he has the breadth of view and tolerance 


that yields to every man the right to differ with him and to live as suits 


him, barring intemperance not compatible with the rights and liberties of 


otherr.

Indeed, in the pre-primary attitude of the 


republicans there is every semblance of a concession that Dr. Ander­ 


son’s election is a foregone and not uunwelcome conclusion.

honest rank and file of the republican party. No strength is added to Mr. 


Bunge’s possibilities by his associates on the ticket, and his worst enemy 


would not charge that they are of Mr. Bunge’s choosing.

Saloons patronized by women are, 
to an extent, a cause of “loose” so­ 
cial conditions. 
To a greater extent, 
however, they are an effect. 
In La 


Crosse, rather than having created 


a demand, they came in response to 
a demand. 


That seems a shocking commentary 
on the moral atmosphere of this city, 
but it need not be so judged. 
Every 
"girl-factory” town has 
the 
same 
problem with which to deal, and each 
is as nonplussed as is La Crosse. We 


have a large number of these factories 
in this city. 
These girls work days 
and are idle evenings. 
They are fre­ 
quently underpaid. 
They are good 
girls, as a rule. 
But they have not 
too many advantages. 
Life offers 


no great social allurements. 
They 
have not the entree to your drawing 
rooms. 
They do not feel at home, 


even in the churches. 
Temptation, 
often want, besets their way. 
Condi­ 
tions are such that a percentage of 
them “go wrong.” 
If they are just 
as good as the average girls in siini- 


ar circumstances, and there is an 


immensely 
greater 
percentage 
of 
them in La Crosse than in a city 
whose factories are “men-factories,” 


there is bound to be a proportionate­ 
ly greater percentage of girls “on 
the street.” 


This is a condition for which city 
officials are not more to blame than 


private citizens. 
The remedy is bet­ 
ter paid work for fathers and broth­ 
ers, to maintain homes 
for 
their 


daughters and sisters. 
Now, if that 


$100,000.00 for which the civic federa­ 
tion is to be incorporated, were de­ 


n t e d to the establishment of “men- 
factories” in La Crosse, it might do 
more to improve the moral tone than 
it possibly can do by hiring detectives 
and 
attempting 
service 
which 
it 


should be possible for the public offi­ 
cials to perform much better.

A boat club of from thirty to fifty 


members with annual dues from $15 


or $20 upward according to the size 


of the boat, such dues to entitle the 


member to a stall for his boat, and 


the aggregate dues going to pay for 


the construction and maintenance of 


a $3,000 fireproof motor boat garage 


of concrete on piling at the head of 
the new levee park, is the program 
outlined at a meeting of boat owners 
at Elks club last evening and which 
seems in a good way to be successful. 
About twenty boat owners 
were 
present and committees appointed at 
a subsequent meeting to investigate 
the q u e s tio n s of cost, construction, 
location and privilege reported. Float 
construction was abandoned at once 
and the pile theory 
adopted. 
The 
sites before 
considered 
were 
also 
dropped for various reasons and City 
Engineer W o o d s w?.o 
was 
preent 
gave 
the meeting figures and facts 
upon a garage. 
T h e city plans to rid 
the water front of boat houses and in 
elaborate plans for the beautification 
of the levee includes a concrete boat 
house which is to be used in place 
of the old skiff ferry. 
This is located 
at the northern 
end of the “ made 
land” which will form the park. 
It 
is proposed to put the garage on the 
south shore of the La Crosse river, 
between the point and the Milwaukee 
railroad bridge. 
This is to be dredged 
out and marshy spots filled in. 
There 
will be a cement walk and driveway 
encircling the entire park, and at the 
boat house and garage space is left 
for automobiles and carriages. 
In this 
location the garage would not 
o b ­ 
struct the view, and it would be safe 
from wind and ice. 
The watet is^suf- 
ficiently deep in La Crosse river for 
the largest boats the garage would 
accommodate and 
no 
objectionable 
features were found to the scheme, as 
the location will be beautified at once 
by the city. 
T h e construction 
committee’s 
re­ 
port showed that an absolutely fire­ 
proof building of reinforced concrete 
can be constructed on piling accom ­ 
modating thirty launches of from six­ 
teen to sixty-five feet in length for 
about $2,500. 
It would take ninety 
piles to make the house substantial 
and stalls would be arranged in pairs. 
The boat house would include a ro­ 
tunda, machine shop, ladies' room and 
gentleman’s lounging room. 
It would 
be surmounted b y 
an 
observation 
stand where band concerts could be 
given . The building could be c o m ­ 


pleted in a month’s time. 
Form Boat Club 
As the commitee had been unable 
to find any one with sufficient money 
to build the house who would have 
time to operate it, a committee was 
appointed upon motion of John Salz- 
er to solicit membership in a boat 
club, each member to subscribe from 
about $15 or $20 upward in proportion 
to his requirements, each year, for a 
stall. 
This would pay for the con 
striation and maintenace and would 
he much cheaper for all than to main­ 
tain an individual boat house.

committee 
appointed 
was 
Robert 
Hyde, A. F. Reitzel, William Funk 
David S. Fairbairn, W . F. Hurtgen 
and C. 
E. Brcuer. 
The committee 
will at once begin solicitation among 
boat owners and prospective owners

friendly to the university.

The first and most importance leg­ 
islation desired is that 
authorizing 
the regents to

medical

two years of a medical course at Mad­ 
ison. 
The importance of this movement 
to the state i> fully explained on pag­ 
es 40-59 of my biennial report, a copy 
of which has been sent to you.

referring to that statement you will 
see that almost every important state 
university except

full four years couse iii medicine. I his 
is true of each of the surrounding 
states. 
It is the 
of the foremost medical men of the 
state and of the country that the first 
two years of medical work, the pre­ 
clinical, can best be done in the at- 
mosphere of a university. 
If the plan 
proposed is adopted, tile young men

I to study medicine will be able to gain 
at the university, in addition to the

Comparatively few students will take 
the pre medical course here if they 
can get no credit for the work done. 
Therefore we must incorporate the 
present courses as a medical college 
and provide for the first two years, 
that is the non-clinical work, or else 
drive our young men and women who 
wish to study medicine, 
from the 
state for the first half of their course 
in medicine which could be* as well 
done at Mad’son as at any medical 
school in tile country. 


In providing for the first half of 
the medical course, the university ex ­ 
pects to cover the study of diseases 
of plants and animals broadly with 
reference 
to 
their elimination and 
control. 
It is also planned to take 
up the campaign for eliminating hu­ 
man 
infectious and contagious dis­ 
eases from the state by establishing 
a course in hygiene for health offi­ 
cers, by studying the conditions in 
the state with reference to such dis­ 
eases, and by securing laws for their 
prevention and cpntrol. 


For the purpose of establishing the 
first two years of a medical college 
an appropriation of $50,000 per 
an­ 
num is asked. 
It is certain that this 
expenditure will be returned many­ 
fold in material wealth through the 
greater control of diseases of plants 
and animals, without taking into ac­ 
count the far more important matter 
of lessening human suffering. 
It will be the primary aim of the 
medical department not only to pro­ 
duce highly trained men to beal tile 
>ick. but to preserve the health of 
people of the state. 
A university can 
have no higher function than this 
Building for Scholastic Purposes 
The second provision of the uni­ 
versity bill extends the appropriation 
of $200,000 for scholastic buildings, 
for repairs and 
improvements, for 
books and apparatus, from three to 
six years. 
The necessity for this ex­ 
tension is evident when the list of 
ary buildings which are needed immedi­ 
ately is given. 
The present appro­ 
priation continues but one year after 
tiffs, and the amount of money which 
it will furnish will be* just about ade­ 
quate to finish and equip the build­ 
ings now in process of construction, 
and to construct the proposed new 
central heating plan:.

asks for an appropriation of $100,000 
a year for four years, with the provi­ 
sion that the women’s building shall 
be first constructed. 
University Extension 
In carrying out the 
purpose to 
make the university the instrument of 
the state, the department of univer­ 
sity extension has been 
organized, 
and in connection with this, corres­ 
pondence work has bee 1 established. 
Not one dollar of the money 
re­ 
ceived for this purpose will be spent 
at the university for the students in 
attendance. 
It will all go to the peo 
pie throughout the state. 
This work, 
which has been started this year in 
a very small way, cannot be extend 
ed without a much larger appropria­ 
tion than is now available. 
For ex 
tension work $40,000 a year is asked, 
$20,000 of which is to go to agri 
cultural extension, and $20,000 to uni­ 
versity extension other than agricul­ 
tural. 
If this sum be granted it will 
scarcely be adequate to meet the de­ 
mands which 
have 
already 
been 
shown to exist in the state. 


Conclusion 


Looked at from any point of view, 
what the university is asking is ex­ 
tremely’ conservative. 
Not a dollar 
more is asked than is an immediate 
imperative necessity; if a much larger 
sum were available, it could be wise­ 
ly used. 
The University of Illinois and the 
University of Minnesota are seeking 
increased appropriations, and build­ 
ing funds vastly greater than we are 
asking. 
At the present time the value of all 
the buildings of the university tor the 
thirty-six hundred students who are 
here i> less than one and three-quar­ 
ters of a million dollars. 
It is pro­ 
posed that there be spent 
upon a 
new capitol building about six mil­ 
lions cif dollar^. 
I have not one word 
to say against this cxpediturc, since

The Struggle Between the Empire of 


the East and the Empire of tho West. 


Venice, Its Secret Three and Its Long 


Reign of Terror. 


Most countries which have died have 
gone down fighting. 
The Roman em­ 
pire perished like that, and by the 
irony of fate the power of the Caesars 
came to an end far away from Rome. 
After it had existed for centuries the 
Roman empire became so vast and un­ 
wieldy that it had to be divided into 
two, the empire of the west aud the 
empire of the east. 
The capital of the 
former was Rome. 
The empire of the west became so 
weak at last that it could make no 
stand against its enemies. 
Rome was 
sacked by the barbarians and eventu­ 
ally became not the capital of a vast 
empire, but the city of the popes, over 
which the pontiffs reigned as kings. 
The temporal power of the popes last­ 
ed till 1870, while the capital of Italy 
was first Turin and then Milan. Final­ 
ly the city was taken without a real 
tight by the soldiers of the king of 
Italy. 
The empire of the east had its capi­ 
tal at Constantinople. 
For centuries it 
was the greatest power in the world. 
But It became honeycombed with vice 
and enervated with pride and luxury; 
also it grew old aud weak. 
Then in 
142‘J the Turks made a tigerish spring 
on Constantinople and took it by storm. 
The last of the Greek emperors died 
sword in hand, and his descendants 
are living in England today in very 
humble situations. 
Egypt, once so powerful and so fa­ 
mous under the pharaohs, was con­ 
quered by Rome and was afterward 
swamped by the Moslems. The cres­ 
cent was supreme in the land 'of the 
Nile, and the aforetime haughty Egyp­ 
tians were slaves for a thousand years. 
The great moguls used to reign in 
India. In the days of Queen Elizabeth 
the mogul—or emperor of Delhi, as he 
was sometimes called—was so power­ 
ful that lie thought it a vast conde­ 
scension on Ii is part to receive an em­ 
bassy from the maiden queen. 
But 
as time went 011 the great rajahs, or 
tributary kings, rebelled against the 
moguls.

cd upon this suggestion. 
Women’s Building and Men’s Dor­ 
mitories 
It is manifest that only the build­ 
ings for scholastic purposes can be 
provided out of the present building 
fund of $200,000 per annum, even if 
this appropriation be extended for a 
number of years. 
From time to time the necessity of 
a woman’s gymnasium and union has 
been strongly 
emphasized. 
During 
the year 1905-6 there were seven hun­ 
dred and twenty-five women in the 
university. 
This year the number will 
be somewhat increased. 
In 
Chad- 
bourne hall is one room, 46 feet by 
70 feet, which is made to serve as a 
gymnasium for this large 
number. 
As a matter of fact, the gymnasium 
facilities are about adequate to pro­ 
vide properly for one hundred wo­ 
men, the number that have rooms in 
Chadbourne hall. 
The result is that 
the health of hundreds of young wo­ 
men is suffering 
because 
of 
the 
shameful lack of facilities for 
the 
physical 
training. 
The 
extremely 
pressing necessity for a building o* 
this kind is so well recognized by 
all interested in the education of the 
young women of the state that need 
not be further amplified. 
The need for men’s dormitories is 
scarcely less pressing than that for 
a women’s building. 
It is very de­ 
sirable that the cost of living be re­ 


tiree years longer before they have 
their first dormitory. 
This is indeed 
a pity. 
For construction of student 
buildings there should be available at 
least $200,000 a year instead of $100.- 
000 a year. 
The board of visitors of the uni­ 
versity represent the s*ate and the 
state point of view. 
They have re­ 
cently visited the university and gone 
over fully the legislation which the 
university is asking. 
As a result of 
this they passed tin* following min­ 
ute: 


“ Tile board of visitors of the uni­
